QUEENS OF THE STONE ACE 


BIGGER AND DEAFER 


A good thing gets even better by adding a few big names 


he past decade has been a lean 

one for the hard-rock fan. Raised on 

‘80s metal and '90s grunge, rockers 

have had little reason to raise a fist 
beyond the odd Tool or Metallica release. 
With few options, nu-metal became the rock 
of choice. Mercifully, Queens of the Stone 
Age are here to ease the pain. 

Hailing from Palm Springs, CA, the 
Queens’ core consists of hard-rock veterans 
Josh Homme and Nick Oliveri of Kyuss, and 
is flanked by an ever-changing cast of top- 
notch musicians. And oh, are they sitting 


pretty for their third album, Songs for the 
Deaf. Along with guys from A Perfect Circle 
and Screaming Trees, longtime friend Dave 
Grohl has signed up to pound the skins as a 
full-on member. With such pros at the helm, 
Deaf even managed to improve on their 
powerful major-label debut, R. Psychedelic. 


Crunchy, punkish and melodic, this latest 
installment in the Queens’ lineage rocks 
with complete abandon. 

Album opener “Millionaire” is all power 
chords, screams and handclaps. “No One 
Knows” and “First It Giveth #1” sound like 
a glorious meeting of the Beach Boys and 
Black Sabbath, and piano has never 
sounded as metal as on “Go with the 
Flow’ “Another Love Song,’ with its fuzzed 
up, Summer-of-Love guitars and groovy 
lyrics, could have been a 60s radio hit. 

Rather than sticking to one style, Deaf 
draws on many. It's metal without the 
spandex preening, psychedelic without 
the boredom and punk without the 
mindlessness. Every song is introduced 
by a radio DJ on an imaginary car radio's 

| dial, which instead of being annoying, 
manages to tie the album together. 

| Songs for the Deaf may very well be 
the bright future of hard rock. And if you 
weren't hearing impaired going in, your 
ears will be bleeding after frequent high- 

| volume listening. (JH) 


Kissin Time VIRGIN 

Once known as the naked girl wrapped in a 
rug when The Rolling Stones were busted in 
the '60s, Marianne Faithfull has long since 
made a name as a recording artist. Kissin 
Time finds her working with Beck, Pulp and 
Blur, among others. The resulting songs 
range from electro-funk to acoustic folk-pop 
to driving, synth-colored tunes. Some work 
better than others, but all in all, it’s the vari- 
ety that makes this one a keeper. * 


The Amalgamut REPRISE 

“I'll be honest,’ says front man Richard Patrick, 
regarding 1999's Title of a Record. “The music 
came out of the darkest, most painful period 
of my life.

Formed in 1988, Mudhoney is credited with 
inventing grunge. Sadly, that was their peak. 
Not quite the raw, emotional sound of early- 
90s Seattle, Translucent is an uninspiring 
mix of punk, blues and ’60s garage rock. 
And then there is “Baby, Can You Dig the 
Light)’ which is eight-and-a-half minutes of 
freeform jazz crap. It sounds as if a lot of 
hash was smoked at the session and 
someone “freaked out.” %* (SB) 


#1 FS STUDIOS 

The DJ is no longer God, and rock is on the 
rise again. Filling the space in between is 
Fischerspooner, a 15-person performance- 
art rock act that breathes life back into the

It was one of 
those movies that if something could go 
wrong, it did. But I saw the finished 
project and it’s such a good movie. We 
suffered so much, but it was worth it. 
Certainly, you're holding a grudge. 

No, because I'm too forgiving. There’s 

_ that old saying, though, if someone does 
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you wrong: “Fuck me once, shame on you. 
Fuck me twice, shame on me.” It’s true. 
Besides doing your own stunts, what 
other extreme stuff have you tried? 

I've done 277 skydives. I quit acting, 
modeling, everything for a year to go 
skydiving. I went everywhere: Brazil, 
Hawaii, Arizona, Florida. I camped out 
and slept in people's trailers. I got to 
jump with all the world champions. 

And you race motorcycles too? 

I just finished this extreme driving course, 
skidding and stuff, and I’m getting a 
motorcycle this summer. I was also sup- 
posed to race in the Toyota celebrity race, 
but the producers of Wicked Mind got 
word of it and they wouldn’t [insurance] 
bond me. Iwas crushed. It all fell apart. 

I will race in it next year. 

What's the most ridiculous present 
you've ever been given? 

Somebody gave me a Porsche turbo. It 
was pretty awesome, 

Was that your ex, Sly Stallone? 

He didn’t want me driving it, and made 
me get rid of it. If Rambo told you to get 
rid of your Porsche, you would too.

Just a year earlier, 
Cody and his brother Jason had 
been camping in the nearby 
Santa Rita Mountains and had 
fallen asleep by their campfire. As the 
two slept, something attracted the 
curiosity of a bear, which wandered 
over to the sleeping brothers. When 
Cody awoke, his head was already in 
the bear’s mouth. 

“The bear was on all fours and had 
me off the ground. I was hanging by 
my neck from his mouth. My arm was 
dangling and I couldn't reach the 
ground with it,” he says, mimicking 
how his arm was flapped around that 
night. The gesture disturbs a diner at a 
nearby table as he enjoys his Filet-0- 
Fish. But the struggle was pointless. 
The huge creature was carrying Cody 
into the forest. “I was trying to keep 
him from taking me into the woods, 
but it was me versus the power of an 
automobile. I was going with him no 
matter what. I was being shaken 
around like a dog shakes a chew toy.” 

The morning of the attack, April 
29, 2001, computer technician Cody 
Fickett had convinced his older brother 
Jason, then 25, to make the two-hour 
drive from Phoenix to Tucson to camp 
with him. This rarely happened since 
Jason felt more at home in thrift stores 
and independent record shops than the 
desert brush.

Again, he grabbed | 
at the ground as an anchor, but he still 
couldn't reach far enough. 

Just short of the tree line, Jason 
charged the bear again. “I was more

| pass, he somehow stung the bear 

enough to unlock its jaws and it 
dropped Cody to the ground. 

On adrenaline alone, Cody sprang 
up, took a few steps and just as quickly 
hit the dirt again.

He mouthed to his brother, “Help 
me up.” The bear's mauling had caused 
Cody to hemorrhage from his head, 
neck, back and chest. 

Jason shouted at the bear again 
in an attempt to scare it away, but it

911. He got through to an operator who 
then connected him with the nearest 
emergency facility. By a stroke of 
incredible luck, the Sonoita firehouse 
sat just around the corner and was 
outfitted with a helipad. 

The on-duty paramedics strapped 
Cody into a hard-back airlift stretcher 
and called in the medevac chopper, 
which flew him to Tucson Medical 
Center in a matter of minutes. With a 
dozen puncture wounds, a severed 
major artery to the brain, torn muscle 
tissue, multiple broken vertebrae and 
extensive nerve damage, he was so 
badly shredded that the doctors 
refused to let his wife, Reesa, into 
the emergency room to see him.

and Jason had occupied that night 
had been deemed “clean” by local 
rangers, Cody later wondered if the 
McDonald's wrappers or the Dos Equis 
empties that were left in the Samurai 
could have aroused the bear's curiosity. 
But the cantankerous bear didn’t rifle 
through the truck and instead had 
made a beeline for the first man whose 
scent it picked up. 

Cody has since studied up on bears 
and their habits, especially black 
bears that frequent campsites and are 
desensitized to the presence of humans. 
“The rangers don’t like to admit it, but 
because the bear is so used to people 
leaving food out, the attack may not 
have happened had I left something out 
for it to eat.” It was as if the bear, like a 
mugger on drugs, was angry that Cody 
didn’t leave it a payout, and it attacked 
out of spite. The bear was caught by 
park rangers the next day, killed and 
checked for rabies. 

Given the extensive damage brought

on by the attack, Cody required 
surprisingly little treatment. He was 
outfitted with extensive field dressing 
at the firehouse, but didn’t need any 
high-tech surgery in the operating 
room. During the next few months, 
he would require a team of therapists 
who had the job of bringing the feeling 
and function back to his body. Cody's 
neck, right shoulder, chest and entire 
right arm were rendered useless as a 
result of the nerve damage. One 
therapist was specifically assigned to 
hold Cody's head in place while the 
others worked on other parts of his

frame. The doctors estimated it would 
take three months for the first hints of 
movement to come back, but because 
medicine of the nervous system 
remains an inexact science, they 
couldn't be sure. 

Cody immediately went on a gruel- 
ing physical-therapy schedule designed 
for stroke victims, but no matter how 
much he gutted it out, nothing was 
happening. “Three months came and 
went, and I couldn’t move anything,” 
he says. “That’s when I started to 
worry.” Then, in the fourth month, a 
desperate Cody flexed his triceps. It 
was ecstasy. With time, his biceps 
began to work, and eventually most 
of the shoulder motion kicked in 
around the sixth month. Now, a year 
later, he still has extensive numbness 


| throughout the arm, and his frontal 


deltoid will likely not come back at all. 
| Today he slouches to one side, and his 


bad shoulder causes his arm to slump 

alongside his body. “But the worst 

thing about therapy was trying to get 
| off the morphine. I was physically 
addicted,” he says. 

As FHM and Cody Fickett stand 
over the spot where his sleeping bag 
lay that night, he explains how he 
approaches his hobby a bit differently 
since the attack. “When I go camping 
now, it’s in a pickup with the camper 
shell on it. We call it the Bear Box. 
| Even when I'm in the Bear Box, I still 
_ always think I’m hearing something 

outside. That's the only time I get 
mental. The last time out, I brought 
my gun. A .357.” FHM

areer combining is 
the preserve of the 
modern-day celebrity. 
It’s very common to 
read of the singer/ 
songwriter, the 
screenwniter/director or the actress/ 
model, but it’s quite uncommon to read 
about the dentist/plumber or the 
software-engineer/caterer.

Mehgan spent the first 11 years of 
her life as a “woodsy girl” in Minnesota 
before her family relocated to the 
Florida Keys, where she began 
swimming, snorkeling and messing 
about in boats. A brief brush with 
delinquency in her early teens led her 
protective Midwestern mother to 
suggest a career in modeling to keep 
her out of bars and trouble. At 17, 
Mehgan met two spearfishers—Mark 
and Manny. “T hit it off with them and 
they started teaching me to spearfish,” 
she says. “Mark taught me a few basic 
techniques, and the first time I dived, I 
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asked, “You girls aren’t from here, are 
you?” T was like, “How did you know?” 
She said, “I can tell because you guys 
are having a good time.” I was like, 
“Well, come up here and dance with 
us!” And she said, “I’m from here, I 
can’t have a good time!” 

Are you a big-time party girl? 

Not at all, but my girlfriends are kind of 
a bad influence on me. 

Were you a troubled teen? 

Everybody goes through a wild-child 
phase. Everything went too fast down in 
the Keys. In Minnesota, parents are very 
family-oriented, but in the Keys, there 
is very little parental involvement. It’s 
so laid-back. A lot of the parents did 
drugs and they didn’t care if their kids 
did them too. 

Freediving tends to be seen as a guy 
thing. Do you get lots of attitude from 
your male competitors? 

I did, but it’s not so bad now. I broke 
my first record when I was 18. I was 
probably the youngest person to ever 
set a freediving record and Iwasa 
woman and I was a model. Everybody 
was like, “Oh, a model who can do 
something!” I’m a true breaker of molds. 
You had a quest spot on Baywatch. What 
was that like? 

It was really exciting. I was a huge fan 
at the time—who didn’t watch it? I was 
a bit nervous turning up the first day, 
but I was playing myself, and that sets 
you aside, People were like, “You really 
do this stuff? That’s cool!” 
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Do your plans for the future include 
swimwear design? 

Hey, why not. . . I’m always looking for 
the perfect bikini. 

What makes a bikini perfect? 

One that doesn’t give you horrendous tan 
lines, and highlights your strong points. 
You have to accentuate your best spots. 
How much time do you spend in one? 
From May to September, it’s all day, 
every day. 

Do you resent having to wear clothes? 
Ido a bit, but even if I have a meeting, I 
don’t get dressed up. I go more for high- 
heel cowgirl boots, a mini jean skirt and 
a tank top.

In 1998, Arizona Cardinals fans celebrating a playoff slot 
settled for the netting after a futile attempt to take 
down the goal posts. Here’s how to avoid being shamed 


Step 1You need weight. Mass. 
You're never going to pull this 
thing down all by yourself. So 
make sure you have the better 
. part of Section A with you. 
Make sure to get the drunkest 
* ones up on the horizontal 
portion of the post. They'll be 
content up there and out of 
your way as you direct the rest 
of the spectacle. 


Step 2 Here’s where it gets 
tricky. The diameter of the 
crossbar is about four inches, 
which doesn’t give your crew 
much room.

I think it’s important for anybody. 
I'm still young and my career is 
obviously not over yet. It’s just 
beginning. So, someday. . . . 

Have you ever considered cutting your 
hair so you wouldn't have to contend 
with the occasional ponytail-in-the- 
face while stroking a forehand? 

No, T haven't. Have you ever 
considered shaving your head bald? 
It really doesn’t bother me. I like 
the way it is and don’t pay much 
attention to it. 


In the Adidas International match 
against Serena Williams, the crowd 
seemed to get behind you even more 
than usual. Have fans been sup- 
porting you more this season because 
you're coming back from an injury? 
T’ve always felt the fans were on 

my side no matter what. That was 
certainly the case in that match and 
Iwas very excited about it, It really 
helps me to feel that I have all the 
support of the fans. 

Are you aware of the crowd noise 
during a match, or are you so focused 
that you tune everything out? 

Ido feel the excitement, but it's not 
like it distracts me. It's exciting when 
you're playing a match and the 
atmosphere is almost boiling and 

all the fans are getting into it. You 
get the adrenaline going and it really 
makes a match even more exciting. 
Have you ever done a photo shoot 
with surroundings quite like this 
remote ranch? 

No, it’s really amazing. I’ve never 
been to a place like Tamaulipas 
before—I like the fact that it feels so 
close to nature. I had a lot of fun 
with the settings and locations. 
You're often complimented on your 
sense of style. How do you explain 
having such good fashion taste after 
spending nearly the first half of your 
life in the relatively fashionless world 
of communist Russia? 

Well, it may be fashionless, but 

the people there do have taste. 
Especially my parents, so I guess 
that’s where it comes from. 

Do you prefer playing at the bigger 
venues in the larger cities, such as 
the US Open in New York, or are you 
more comfortable when the spotlight 
isn’t shining quite so brightly? 

It's nice to have a quiet tournament 
ina smaller city where there’s not as 
much going on, because you can 
focus more on your play. But once 
you get to the big tournaments, 
that's where the excitement really is. 
There are always big crowds and that 
makes for a great atmosphere. In 
New York you can feel the excitement 
in the air. It would be difficult to 
play in a major tournament every 
week, but once in a while, it’s great.

THE BULLFIGHTER 


American matador Dennis Borba on tight pants, Brazilian models and taking a horn in the junk 


Explain what the hellis going on 
during a bullfight. 
Aman is trying to dominate a wild 
beast. It’s like a dance in many ways. 
You put him under your control and 
make art out of it. You are judged on 
howyou perform with your cape, how 
stillyou stand asthe bull passes, your 
movement and your valiant mastery 
ofthe bull. But ultimately, you must 
kill the bull. Your performance does 
not matter if you don’t kill the bull. 
How did you get involved in sucha 
confusing sport? 
Asachild, Iwatched bullfighting on 
UHF beamed from Tijuana to Cali- 
fornia. As a teenager, I was a rodeo 
bullfighter. When the bull riders 
would get bucked off, I'd chase the 
bull away. That's how I got started. 
After high school, I went to Mexico 
City as a gringo who knew no Spanish 
and started to train as a matador. It 
took me eight years from when I 
started to get approved. Only five out 
of 100 ever complete their training. 
What's with those outfits? Wouldn't 
you rather wear something more 
functional? It must get awfully hot 
in that skintight suit. 
Sometimes I wish I could wear Levi's, 
but the suits are from the aristocrat 
days when bulls were fought on 
horseback by kings and noblemen. 
That was their traditional suit, all 
shiny and embroidered in gold. 
Eventually, bullfighting on foot was 
invented, and it was the peons who 
first fought on foot who kept the tra- 
dition of the nice suits. 
Are fighters offended when they see 
one of those limp-wristed figure 
skaters wearing their macho outfits? 
Figure-skating outfits are a cheap 
imitation. They're just for looks and 
aren't made with tradition and honor. 
I notice more and more bullfighting 
style onthe ice and think they should 
credit us. Or at least play bullfighting 
music while they're skating. A pass- 
ing mention would be nice. 
Is it true the ears of the bull are cut 
off and awarded to the bullfighter? 
Andis your living room full of them? 
They're awarded based on your 
performance and are of the highest

honor. I have some. I keep some of 
them mounted ona plaque. After the 
fight, they can present you with one 
ear, two ears or two ears and a tail, 
which is the maximum. I usually 
throw them to the crowd. A few 
weeks ago, I was in Mexico and had 
five ears cut. They were fighting for 
them inthe stands. 

Who's tougher, a matador ora 

bull rider? 
T'll put it this way: They try to ride a 
bull for eight seconds; a matador 
stands in front of one for 20 minutes. 
One false move and we get gored. 

What's the worst goring you've 

ever suffered? 
A bull once opened up my testicles; 
he literally tore the sac. I kept fight- 
ing until the end. I was bleeding 
through my pants and in a lot of pain, 
but I fought the bull to the death. 

You may be the toughest man alive. 
That's not even the worst place to get 
it. I'dtake a shotin the groin any day 
to getting a horn up your backside. 
That's the worst. I’ve also had my 
ankle snapped in half and been gored 
inthe thigh. When that bullis ontop 
of you, it’s a terrible feeling. 

So you have no padding on, not even 

acup for your stuff? 
There is no armor, no pads or any- 
thing. The only armor we have is our 
cape, which is just a piece of cloth. 
It’s called the capote; the kings used 
to wear them in bad weather. The 
first bullfighter accidentally took 
his capote off his back and started 
fighting bulls with it. The bull sees 
one object and charges at it to kill 
it. We make the bulls come closer to 
us by swinging the cape. 

So would you say that bulls are smart 

or stupid? 
Fighting bulls are very smart. You can 
only fight them once because they 
have a great memory. The second 
time, they won't go for the cape or 
the movement, but for the matador’s 
body. They're very clever animals. In 
Spain and Mexico, you can be thrown 
injail for putting a pre-fought bullin 
aring with a matador. 

What's the best kind of bull to fight? 
A matador’s dream bull has size, 


fearlessness and horns that curl 
upward rather than out to the side. 
Outward curving horns hook easier 
and they give the bull an extra advan- 
tage in tight passes. 

What if the bull is lazy or just doesn’t 

feel like fighting? 
It happens sometimes. A cowardly 
bull, one that won't fight, makes 
itself and the matador look bad, On 
the other hand, when a bull is noble 
or brave and you pen it up, you can 
see the tears. 

What's the craziest venue in which 

you've performed? 
I fought three years ago in the mid- 
dle of the Amazon in Peru. We were 
literally in the middle of nowhere. The 
town didn't havea hospital, which is 
very frightening to a matador. Inthe 
middle of the jungle, they built an 
arena, It was slapped together in 
about a week. I don’t know how they 
built it. Inside it was barbaric, like it 
was 1,000 years ago or something. We 
were being pelted with full bottles of 
beer and weren't allowed to leave 
until we fought the bull chosen by 
the crowd. 

Say we sent an FHM editor on a trip to 

Mexico and put him in the ring with 

a beach towel. How would he fare? 
He'd probably end up dead and most 
definitely wind up in the hospital. 

Is it true matadors are treated like 

rock stars? 
In Mexico City, after the matador 
kills the bull, he is allowed to walk 
around the ring. As he walks, you will 
see the women ripping off their shirts 
and baring their breasts to capture 
the winning matador’s attention. It’s 
pretty wild. The top bullfighters in 
Spain can make $50,000 per fight. 
The special-level matadors of Brazil 
can expect $10,000 to $15,000 each 
time they enter the ring. 

Have you ever caught a rose from 

a senorita and placed it between 

your teeth? 
All matadors get roses thrown at 
them, but I’m married now—to a 
beautiful Brazilian model.
